Ralph,  the  Giant  Slayer 

Garbage  Company  Meets  Nemesis

Last  spring,  Norcal  Waste  Systems, 
Inc.  was  severely  wounded  m  a  major 
battle  with  neighbors  from  Little  Hol- 
lywood, led  by  retired  fire  sprinkler  m- 
staller  Ralph  Oroquita  San 
Francisco's  major  dailies  remained 
deathly  silent  as  David  pounded 
Goliath  Little  Hollywood's  hard- 
fought  victory  was  reported  only  in 
The  Grapevine,  a  south-east  San  Fran- 
cisco community  newspaper 

The  rest  of  the  City  never  learned 
about  the  humiliating  defeat  of  the  gi- 
ant garbage  octopus  at  the  hands  of  the 
common  man  Let  it  now  be  known 
Oroquita's  stunning  triumph  saved 
San  Franciscans  $80  million  and  will 
prolong  the  average  life  span  of  people 
who  live  near  the  Tunnel  Avenue 
dump.  Let  it  also  be  known  that  Norcal 
Waste  Systems,  Inc  has  seriously 
fallen  down  on  its  job — ^jeopardizing 
the  quality  of  our  mumcipal  waste  re- 
moval system 

Norcal  Waste  Systems,  Inc.,  is  an 
"employee-owned"  garbage  conglom- 
erate composed  of  over  two  dozen 
refuse  collection  and  recycling  com- 
panies. On  June  25, 1997,  Norcal  for- 
mally withdrew  an  application  to  ex- 
pand operations  and  to  consolidate  its 
scattered  recycling  facilities  onto  a 
single  site  within  its  21 -acre  Tunnel 
Avenue  dump,  which  butts  up  against 
San  Francisco  's  border  with  Bnsbane 
This  simple  action  constituted  Norcal's 
surrender  to  the  1,400  residents  of 
Little  Hollywood- 
One  reason  Norcal  appbed  to  expand 
operations  is  a  requirement  of  state  law 
that  San  Francisco  recycle  fifty  per- 
cent of  our  garbage  by  the  year  2000 
Accomplishing  this  goal  requires 
change  Change  must  be  certified  as 
acceptable  through  the  auspices  of  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(CEQA),  Norcal  was  counlmg  on  the 
envirorunental  review  process  to  rub- 
ber-stamp the  safety  of  its  expansion, 
and  to  justify  Norcal's  intention  to 
make  ratepayers  pick  up  the  tab  for  its 
busmess  costs, 

Norcal's  monopoly-sweetheart  deal 
with  City  Hall  means  that  Norcal  never 
has  to  nsk  a  dmie,  or  suQ'er  a  financial 
loss,  Norcal's  inefficiencies  are  re- 


wilh  the  expensive  application  was  a 
precursor  to  submitting  a  full-blown 
Environmental  Impact  Report 
Norcal's  preparations  for  achieving 
government  approval  of  its  expansion 
plan  began  in  the  late  1 980s  An  ex- 
haustive EIR  was  required  by  the  slate, 
if  Norcal  was  to  expand  the  pnvately- 
owned  garbage  transfer  station  and 
hazardous  materials  collection  facili- 
ties at  the  dump. 

State  law  requires  that  San  Francisco 
develop  the  capacity  to  sort  and  recycle 
fitly  percent  of  our  garbage  by  the  end 
of  year  2000,  but,  it  is  unlikely  that 
the  deadlme  will  be  met  In  1995. 
Norcal's  newsletter,  Talkmg  Trash,  re- 
ported that  approximately  35  percent 
of  the  waste  stream  was  being  re- 
cycled. Two  and  one-half  years  later, 
Norcal  reports  that  approximately  36 
percent  is  recycled 

One  of  Norcal's  problems  is  that  the 
technology  at  the  Turmel  Avenue 
dump  IS  not  capable  of  adequately  sort- 
ing food  garbage  from  trash  Norcal  is 
reluctant  to  make  a  capital  investment 
in  constructing  a  state-of-the-art  facil- 
ity: unless,  of  course,  Norcal  can  con- 
vince City  Hall  to  subsidize  Norcal's 
privately-owned  venture  to  an  even 
greater  extent  than  it  now  does. 

Without  spending  many  millions  on 
upgrades,  expansions,  and  consolida- 
tions the  Garbage  2000  goal  cannot  be 
met.  Yet,  the  proto-EIR  showed  that 
the  Turmel  Avenue  dump  site  is  too 
near  a  residential  neighborhood  to 
safely  mcrease  its  level  of  waste  sort- 
ing activity  Norcal  needs  more  land 

The  Little  Hollywood  Comrmttee  for 
Environmental  Justice,  Equity,  and 
Compensation  recommends  that 
Norcal  purchase  some  of  the  vast  and 
empty  warehouses  located  in  the  Cen- 
tral Basin  Waterftont  area  off  Third 
Street.  But,  Norcal  seems  more  m- 
clined  to  wait;  to  avoid  large  invest- 
ments, and  to  jolly  the  public  along 
yvith  an  array  of  cosmetic  pilot"  re- 
cycling programs — paid  for  by  the 
public  The  eleven  "pilot"  programs  in 
place  are  designed  to  hide  fundamen- 
tal operating  flaws,  long-term  planmng 
enors,  and  the  unwillingness  of  Norcal 
stockholders  to  capitalize  their  ovm 
company 

When  Norcal  is  inevitably  found  to 
be  m  violation  of  state  recyclmg  law, 
the  "employee-owned"  corporation 


will  turn  to  San  Francisco  taxpayers 
to  bail  them  out,  to  make  sure  that  not 
a  dime  of  Norcal's  monopoly  profits 
goes  to  improving  equipment  and  in- 
frastructure, and  to  gift  them  with 
land  Without  any  competitors  to 
Norcal  on  the  horizon,  the  garbage 
company  is  likely  to  succeed  in  this 
warded  with  regular  rate  increases 
Even  the  $3  ,8  million  cost  of  Norcal's 
withdravm  application  was  picked  up 
by  the  ratepayers 

The  research  and  analysis  associated 
strategy  of  blackmailing  the  consumer. 

The  ramifications  of  Norcal's  pro- 
posed expansion  were  shown  to  be 
damaging  to  the  overall  environment 
of  San  Francisco,  and  particularly  un- 
healthy for  the  surrounding  residen- 
tial communities  After  Oroquita  and 
Little  Hollywood  exposed  the  plan's 
deficiencies  in  a  senes  of  public  meet- 
ings— and  threatened  to  file  a  power- 
tiilly  just  lawsuit — Norcal  ditched  the 
multi-million  dollar  application-

St.  Luke's  Hospital 
Launches  Women's 
Health  Campaign 

St  Luke's  Hospital  has  launched  a 
three-month  campaign  to  educate  lo- 
cal residents  about  the  availability  of 
comprehensive  health  services  for 
women  of  all  ages  and  economic 
means 

The  campaign  is  the  result  of  a  sur- 
vey of  residents  in  neighborhoods  near 
St  Luke's  that  showed  little  recogni- 
tion of  services  available  at  its 
Women's  Center 

"Nearly  30  percent  of  women  sur- 
veyed said  they  didn't  realize  that  as  a 
privately  insured.  Medi-Cal  or  Medi- 
care patient  they  can  use  our  services," 
explamed  Duane  Oshmomi,  director 
of  commuiuty  relafions 

Although  the  program  routinely 
cares  for  more  than  500  women  each 
week,  Oshinomi  said  many  people 
mistakenly  believe  their  only  choice  is 
the  county  hospital  "We  intend  to

Although  still  a  relatively  un- 
touched continent,  Australia  has 
demonsfrated.  in  recent  monllis.  a 
determination  to  change  from  de- 
cades of  commonwealth  rule  to  an 
independent  republic. 

Political  leaders,  including  Prinu 
Minister  John  Howard,  had  debai 
ed  the  issue  for  some  time  Ai. 
Australian  shift  from  common 
wealth  to  a  republic  means  Ihc  cnl 
lapse  of  Great  Britain's  politii..il  mu 
economic  confrol  over  the  tuiiti- 
nent  way  down  below  the  equa- 
tor," 

In  direct  contrast,  the  Republic 
of  the  Philippines  appears  to  have 
seriously  deteriorated  from  a  first 
class  Asian  countr> 

Such  was  the  impression  of  your 
reporter  who  visited  and  stayed  1 20 
hours  in  Sydney  and  408  hours  in 
the  Philippines  this  year  from  Jan 
21  to  Feb  12 

The  22-day  Inp  provided  iny  wife 
and  1  with  a  considerable  compari- 
son of  how  exemplary  Australia  has 
grown  compiired  to  a  rapid  back- 
slide the  Philippines  have  experi- 
enced in  recent  years.  While  Aus- 
tralia, one  of  the  U  S  allies  in  the 
Western  World,  had  thrown  her 
tmud  and  caubous  support  to  Pres- 
ident Bill  Clinton's  quarrel  with 
Iraq's  Saddam  Hussein  (We  were 
in  Sydney  when  we  read  of  Clin- 
ton's "urgent"  telephone  call  to  Mr 
Howard),  the  Philippines,  a  long- 
time U  S  sidekick  in  the  Far  East, 
has  all  but  shied  away  from  this 
volatile  issue  save  for  puns  and 
jokes  by  Manila  newspapermen, 
where  columnists  instead  found 
the  recent  Clinton  sex  scandal  a 
much  bigger  storv

marily to  attend  the  50th  anniver-

Side  trips  to  Sungao  del  Sur,  in 
Mindanao.  Southern  Philippines, 
and  to  Sydney.

I  am  writing  lo  let  the  Department 
know  iliat  the  San  Francisco  Disc  Golf 
Club,  at  Its  regularly  scheduled 
monthly  meeting  on  March  2nd,  voted 
to  withdraw  its  proposal  tor  a  disc  goll* 
course  at  Jolin  McLaren  Park,  effec- 
tive iimnediately 

l^st  August  the  Club  approached  the 
Department  about  whether  the  idea  of 
a  disc  golf  course  in  McLaren  was  fea- 
sible and  was  inibrmed  about  the  pro- 
posed process  Over  the  next  few 
months,  we  met  with  community 
groups  and  physical  education  instruc- 
tors, and  addressed  a  communitv  safety 
meeting  concerning  McLaren  Park 
During  our  time  m  the  park  designing 
the  proposed  course,  we  also  spoke 
with  a  number  of  regular  park  users. 
Based  on  the  responses  we  received 
over  these  several  months,  which 
ranged  from  neutral  to  extremely  posi- 
tive, the  next  step  in  the  process  was 
to  present  the  proposal  to  the  commu- 
nilv-at-large  The  first  community 


meetmg  in  December  whs  mainly  posi- 
tive except  for  the  sentiment  that  pub- 
lic outreach  had  been  wocfuUv  inad- 
equate Accordingly,  another  meeting 
was  scheduled  for  February  8th,  pre- 
ceded by  a  series  of  course  walk- 
throughs 

We  (the  Club)  were  under  the  im- 
pression that  the  purpose  of  the  sec- 
ond were  under  the  impression  that  the 
purpose  of  the  second  meeting  was  to 
receive  more  leedback  Irom  the  com- 
munity on  our  proposal  We  assumed 
that  tliere  would  be  many  questions 
about  the  game  and  tJie  specifics  of  our 
proposal  and  that  we  would  then  come 
back  at  a  later  time  with  a  revised  pro- 
posal   which    incorporated  the 
community's  concerns  and  sugges- 
tions However,  it  was  apparent  as  soon 
as  tlie  meeting  started  tliat  a  signifi- 
cant number  of  people  in  attendance 
thought  the  course  was  going  to  be 
railroaded  tlirough  without  their  in- 
volvement or  input  We  saw  disc  golf 
suddenly  transformed  trom  an  inex- 
pensive game  that  can  be  enjoyed  by 
people  of  all  ages  into  a  lightning  rod 
for  tJie  trustration  and  distrust  felt  by 
some  of  the  residents  in  McLaren  im- 
mediate neighborhood  They  believe 
that  the  City  has  systematically  ne- 
glected the  park  in  a  manner  befitting 
its  unique  beauty  and  importance  as 
San  Francisco  s  second  largest  park 
They  also  telt  that  the  Cily  does  not 
adequately  consult  with  them  over 
changes  lo  the  park  which  will  most 
atiect  tJieni  as  the  park  s  closest  neigh- 
bors 


How  Recycling  Reduces  Global  Warming

As  iJie  memor\  of  El  Nino  gradu- 
ally fades  into  spnng  and  summer,  it 
may  be  tempting  to  think  that  the  bad 
weather  is  behind  us  and  that  we  can't 
do  anylhing  about  the  weallicr  anyway 
However,  that's  not  entirely  true  The 
record  world  temperatures  over  the  last 
12  years,  the  unprecedented  weather 
events  like  the  severe  tornadoes  in 
Florida  in  February  and  the  increas- 
ing number  of  humcanes  and  other 
se\'cre  w  eather  ev  ents  jreac(ualJ\  pijn 
ol  a  palteni-that  of  global  warming 
And  most  scientists  agree  that  global 
warming  is  inainh  caused  by  human 
activities,  through  the  production  of 
greenliouse  gases 

What  does  this  have  to  do  with  re- 
cycling'' Even  though  the  primary 
source  of  greenhouse  gases  is  the  burn- 
ing of  fossil  tnels  tor  activities  such  as 
generating  electricity  and  dnving  cars, 
garbage  production  also  produces 
these  gases 

fhere  are  three  ways  that  garbage  is 
connected  with  the  production  of 
greenhouse  gases  The  first  is  through 
energy  consumption  associated  with 
making,  transporting,  and  using  the 
material  or  product  that  ends  up  in  the 
garbage  This  involves  the  burning  of 
tossil  fuels,  which  creates  greenhouse 
gases  The  second  is  through  non-en- 
ergy related  manufactunng  emissions, 
such  as  the  carbon  dioxide  released 
when  limestone  is  converted  to  lime 
for  aluminum  and  s1eel  manufactunng 
Hie  third  is  methane  emissions  from 
landfills  Methane  is  a  potent  green- 
house giis  that  IS  created  when  garbage 
decomposes 

Since  energy  consumption,  manu- 
facturing emissions  and  the  volume  of 
garbage  deposited  in  landfills  can  be 
reduced  through  recycling  and  waste 
prevention,  reducing  the  amount  of 
garbage  we  produce  helps  reduce  the 
problem  of  global  warming 

The  U  S  Climate  Change  Action 
Plan,  issued  by  President  Clinton  af- 
ter the  1 992  International  Earth  Sum- 
mil,  called  lor  a  1 08  million  metric  ton 
reduction  in  the  production  of  green- 
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house  gases  To  put  this  into  perspec- 
tive, this  is  equivalent  to  taking  8.^ 
million  cars  ott  the  road  Since  that  s 
not  likely  lo  happen,  the  plan  calls  for 
50  dillcreni  iniliatives  to  reduce  the 
production  of  greenhouse  gases  One 
ol  these  initiatives  calls  for  accelerated 
wa.ste  prevention  and  recycling  The 
U  S,  En\ironmenIal  Protection  Agency 
estimated  that  nationwide  waste  pre- 
vention and  recycling  ellorts  could 
reduce  annual  emissions  by  more  than 
5  5  million  melnc  tons  a  year  Phis  is 
as  effective  in  reducing  emissions  as 
taking  more  than  -4  milli<in  cars  oft  the 
road. 

San  Francisco  residents  can  help  this 
nationwide  effort  through  increased 
recycling  and  waste  prevention  efforts 
We  re  already  playing  an  important 
role  Last  year,  we  kept  more  than  70 
million  pounds  of  greenhouse  gases 
out  of  the  air  through  our  paper  recy- 
cling efiorts  alone  However,  we  could 
reduce  greenhouse  gas  emissions  by 
another  55  million  pounds  if  we  re- 
cycled just  50  percent  of  the  paper  we 
still  throw  uito  the  trash 

Similarly,  if  we  recycled  half  the  alu- 
minum and  steel  cans  and  the  plastic 
bottles  we  still  throw  away  we  could 
reduce  greenhouse  gases  by  another  1 0

(SLUG),  will  be  selling  $1 00  compost 
bins  for  only  $  1 9  50  The  sale,  which 
IS  on  a  first  come,  first  served  basis, 
will  be  held  at  Goodman  Lumber  at 
445  Bayshore  Blvd  We'll  also  be  sell- 
ing worm  bins  that  can  be  used  in 
small  spaces  These  will  be  sold  tor 
the  same  pnce 

Each  bin  comes  with  a  free 
compostmg  book,  and  staff  wilt  be  on 
hand  to  answer  questions  and  demon- 
strate the  use  of  the  bins  at  the  sale 
b  addition,  there  are  free  workshops 
held  in  vanous  locations  throughout 
the  City  to  show  residents  how  easy  it 
IS  to  compost  We  also  provide  free 
brochures  and  other  literature  on 
composting  For  more  information  on 
the  sale,  the  free  workshops  or  to  re- 
ceive free  lilerdture,  call  SLUG  at  285- 
7585 


The  Feb  8lh  meeting  was  so  disrup- 
tive, and  dialogue  so  impossible,  that 
a  substantive  discussion  of  the  pro- 
posal could  not  be  achieved  There 
were  significant  misainceptions  about 
both  the  game  and  the  specifics  of  our 
proposal  which  we  were  unable  to  ad- 
dress given  the  volatile  nature  of  the 
meeting  Major  elements  of  our  pro- 
posal never  got  mentioned  or.  if  they 
did,  got  lost  in  all  the  anger  We  had 
hoped  to  explain  that  a  disc  golf  course 
would  not  interfere  with  dog  walking 
or  other  park  uses  and  that  any  final 
layout  would  have  safety  and  environ- 
mental protection  as  its  pnmary  con- 
cerns We  attempted  to  point  that  out, 
out  of  respect  tor  the  other  prionties 
of  the  park,  we  were  willing  to  raise 
the  bulk  of  the  project  costs  for  this 
very  inexpensive  recreational  invest- 
ment, hi  response  to  suggestions  from 
members  of  the  community,  we  had 
wanted  to  emphasize  that  a  course 
would  not  be  installed  until  problems 
with  the  park's  bathrooms  were  fixed, 
that  tee  pads  would  be  made  of  wood- 
chips  rather  than  concrete  or  asphalt, 
and  that  addiUonal  trash  cans  would 
be  placed  along  the  course 

We  were  also  rather  stunned  by  some 
of  the  misinformation  concemmg  what 
disc  golf  course  Involves  and  would 
have  liked  an  opportunity  to  address 
that  as  well  Some  of  the  more  incred- 
ible notions  mcluded  tliat  golf  discs 
are  made  of  metal,  that  the  fairways 
would  be  paved,  that  dog  walking 
would  be  restncted  or  banned,  that 
there  would  be  1 ,000  additional  cars 
in  the  park  every  day,  that  property 
values  would  plummet,  that  tourna- 
ments would  draw  1 5.000  people,  and 
tJiat  trees  wuuld  be  destroyed  Mean- 
while, the  signed  letters  of  support 
from  PL  teachers  and  community 
groups,  and  the  wntten  testimony  of 
many  other  parks  departments  (all  of 
whom  have  had  extremely  positive 
experiences  with  disc  golf  courses), 
did  not  .seem  to  matter  Nor  did  the 
report  Irom  the  Department  Natural 
Areas  Director  stating  that  the  course 
would  have  minimal  environmental 
impact  on  McLaren  natural  areas  It 
was  as  if  two  completely  difTerent 
meetings  on  two  completely  different 


topics  were  taking  place 

In  the  future,  we  hope  that  the  Parks 
Department  will  implement  as  quickly 
as  possible  those  park  improvements 
that  have  been  approved  and  budgeted 
for  The  park-and  the  neighborhood- 
deserve  no  less  Should  other  viable 
proposals  for  McLaren  Park  be  brought 
forward  in  the  future,  we  would  also 
ask  that  tJie  Recreation  and  Parks  De- 
partment make  It  a  point  to  clearly  ex- 
plain the  purpose  and  process  of  com- 
munity meetings  so  that  resident*:  do 
not  perceive  that  they  are  simply  be- 
ing asked  to  rubber  stamp  projects  that 
have  already  been  approved  In  the 
meantime,  the  Club  will  continue  to 
work  with  those  organizations  and  in- 
dividuals in  the  community  comrmt- 
ted  to  protecting  the  park  and  organiz- 
mg  positive  activities  for  young  people 

The  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Disc  Golf  Club  remain  as  committed 
to  Disc  Golf  today  as  the  day  in  Au- 
gust when  we  tlrst  contacted  the  De- 
partment We  kno\\  that  disc  golf  is 
fun.  inexpensive,  healthy  and  an  en- 
vironmentally fnendly  game  that  can 
be  enjoyed  by  City  residents  of  all 
ages,  abiliUes,  and  incomes  We  will 
continue  to  share  our  enthusiasm  for 
this  great  game  with  physical  educa- 
tion instructors,  youth  centers,  and 
other  interested  individuals  and  orga- 
nizations throughout  the  City

A  revolutionary  new  worm  bin  made 
of  post  consumer  recycled  money  from 
Australia  (no  typo— their  bills  are  made 
of  plastic,  and  they  turn  the  old  ones 
into  compost  bins)  and  the  tamed  Earth 
Machine  backyard  composter  will  be 
available  to  City  residents  during  a 
one-day  event  sponsored  by  the  San 
Francisco  Recycling  Program. 

Both  the  fi^riggly  Wranch  worm  bin 
and  the  Earth  Machine  backyard  com- 
post bin  will  be  available  to  San  Fran- 
cisco residents  at  the  subsidized  rale 
of  $19  50  (80  percent  below  retail 
coast)  on  Apnl  25  from  9  a  m  to  3 
p.m  at  the  Goodman  Lumber  parking 
lot.  445  Bayshore  Blvd 

The  compost  bins  are  part  of  SLUG's 
home  composting  mitiative  aimed  at 
reducing  the  vast  amount  of  organic 
waste  (fruit,  vegetable  and  yard  tnm- 
mmgs)  going  to  the  landfill  More  than 
1 1 .000  bias  have  already  been  distnb- 
uted  lo  local  residents,  and  the  Cily 
has  a  goal  to  distnbute  10,000  more 
belbre  the  millennium 

'Home  composting  is  taking  off 
across  the  planet,"  said  Carl  Gnmm, 
SLUG'S  education  director  'People 
see  how  much  it  help  their  gardens 
grow  and  saves  them  on  their  garbage 
bills," 

In  this  country  alone,  cities  and 
counties  in  nearly  every  state  have 
home  composting  programs.  "It  is  one 
of  the  most  ecological  and  economi- 
cal ways  to  keep  matenal  out  of  our

Our  Inp  also  left  indelible  memo- 
ries on  geographical  beauty  and 
contrast  Compared  to  the  Philip- 
pines, a  group  ol"  7,021  small  is- 
lands, Au.slralia  is  a  huge  and  awe- 
some piece  of  real  estate  But  the 
former  is  as  beautiful,  if  not  far  su- 
penor,  in  terms  of  scenic  splendor 

As  a  nation.  Australia  has  bare- 
ly a  century  of  meaningful  exist- 
ence, while  the  Philippines  can 
boast  nearlv  600  years  of  contact 
with  the  outside  world  Auslrulia. 
where  almost  every  one  has  some 
form  of  profitable  employment,  is 
not  a  haven  for  beggars  as  few,  il 
any.  are  tolerated  there  This  land 
of  kangaroos  and  koalas,  wallabies 
and  quails  is  prosperous  and  on 
her  way  to  ci)mpete  with  the  best 
in  the  Western  World  Meanwhile 
the  Philippines,  can  only  boast  of 
citizens  who  vied  among  them- 
selves in  making  politics  and  pub- 
lic otTice  a  silly  game 

Violet  and  1  were  traveling  as 
"Balikbayans "  on  Philippine  Air- 
lines in  all  the  Inps  that  look  us  to 
and  from  Manila,  Surigao  del 
Sungao  and  Sydney 

Again  visiting  my  country  of 
birth  could  have  been  descnbed  in 
such  glowing  terms  as  "truly  won- 
derful,"  and  "heavenly,"  with  oth- 
er high  sounding  platitudes  such 
as  "incomparably  exciting  features 
of  a  piogressive  country,"  but  we 
never  saw  it  that  way  Dunng  a  visit 
we  made  in  Jan  1 995. 1  had  become 
disappoinfed  by  Phillippine  cus- 
toms bureau  personnel,  airport  gate 
hustlers,  and  ever-present  beg- 
gars. 

Traffic  there  in  1 998,  however, 
was  better  than  1995,  with  the  vol- 
ume on  mam  thoroughfares  and 
side  streeLs  reduced  through  color 
coding,  a  newly  adopted  system 
banning  all  motor  vehicles  carry- 
ing certain  plate  numbers  on  cer- 
tain days. 

Although  the  U  S  dollar  has  for 
some  time  commanded  Jl  to  40 
pesos  in  the  Philippmes.  we  found 
ourselves  trying  very  hard  to 
stretch  travel  money  It  seemed  that 
everything,  including  doleouts  to 
street  urchins,  was  atrociously  ex- 
pensive 

One  day  as  my  wife  and  I  were 
getting  ready  to  travel,  a  young 
boy  of  maybe  seven  or  eight  years 
approached  me  for  money  When  I 
handed  him  a  peso,  he  looked  at 
the  com  demurely  When  asked  if 
he  realized  how  much  was  given 
him  he  shot  back  with,  'Piso''"  He 
obviously  was  unhappy  with  the 
amount  1  had  given  him  Now  dur- 
ing the  late  1960s  when  my  family 
and  I  were  still  living  in  the  coun- 
try, a  Philippine  peso  was  more  than 
enough  for  three  quality  haircuts 
But  in  1998,  iLs  quite  apparent  that 
such  an  amount  means  almost 
nothing 

And  now  it  also  seems  that  just 
about  everybody  has  become  po- 
litically inclined  It  was  dishearten- 
ing to  hear  a  report  that  more  than 
240  presidential  candidates  had 
filed  their  certificates  of  candidacy 
for  President  of  the  Philippines 
Weeks  later  when  we  returned  to 
the  U  S  in  mid-February,  the  num- 
ber had  been  reduced  to  83  seri- 
ous candidates  Jose  L  Guevarra 
of  the  Manila  Daily  BuUettn,  writ- 
ing in  his  paper  s  Feb  12  issue, 
purmed,  "  There  are  many  presi- 
dential candidates,  8  are  classified 
as  senous  and  the  rest  delinous.  " 
Guevarra  also  referred  to  the  up- 
coming May  1 1  Philippme  polls  as 
"the  wackiest  election  in  history  " 

Jetting  into  Sydney  midday  on 
Feb  5,  my  wafe  and  1  already  knew 
we  wouldn't  have  the  convemence 
of  having  someone  who  could  di- 
rect us  around  town,  perhaps  like 
Willen  Jam  from  the  Netherlands, 
who  had  onginally  explored  Aus- 
tralia along  the  eastern  shores  of 
the  Gulf  of  Carpentaria  m  1606 
Rediscovered  by  the  Dutch  in  1642. 
James  Cook  of  Great  Bntain  set  foot 
on  the  continent  in  1770  before  the 
kingdom  finally  claimed  it  her  col- 
ony m  1788

Although  1  have  a  niece  living  in 
Australia  and  teaching  chemical 
engmeenng  in  one  of  the  country  's 
universities,  we  failed  to  get  her 
address  from  her  sisters  in  the  Phil- 
ippmes We  had  earlier  declined  an 
offer  from  relatives  of  a  fellow 
Church  member  to  pick  us  up  from 
our  hotel  and  be  their  house 
guests. 

Relying  heavily  on  an  Australian 
magazine  which  1  borrowed  from 
my  daughter-in-law,  one  interest- 
ing piece  led  to  other  pertinent  as- 
pects of  Sydney  One  example  was 
the  name  and  phone  number  of  a 
Sydney  hotel  where  we  stayed  An 
overseas  phone  call  from  San  Fran- 
cisco to  the  hotel  led  to  such  infor- 
mation as  the  availability  of  buses 
that  charge  six  Australian  dollars 
for  an  airport-to-hotel  inp  Settling 
at  the  hotel  later,  we  received  valu- 
able information  on  where  to  go. 
what  form  of  transportation  to  take, 
where  to  catch  buses,  and  the  like 


One  of  the  thmgs  I  really  wanted 
to  see  and  be  near  was  a  kangaroo, 
which  we  expenenced  in  the  wild- 
life section  of  our  lour  This 
pouched  creature  was  one  of  the 
many  umque  animals  we  saw 

For  a  balanced  tour  of  the  area, 
we  took  the  Sydney  Explorer,  an 
economical  and  highly  efficient 
tour  bus  system  charging  32  Aus- 
tralian dollars  each  for  a  i  2-hour 
excursion  to  22  local  attractions 
Arrival  and  departure  at  the  desig- 
nated spots  was  almost  always  on 
precision  clock  time  During  the 
tour,  we  encountered  a  Filipino- 
Australian  who  was  a  driver  on  one 
of  six  Explorer  buses 

In  our  tnp  to  the  Blue  Mountams. 
we  boarded  a  chartered  bus  a  few 
blocks  from  our  hotel  Our  driver, 
who  identified  himself  as  "Freder- 
ick or  Fred,"  guided  us  during  our 
Blue  Mountain  tour  which  we 
stuired-down  1  70  kilometers  from 
sea  level,  returning  to  ground  le\-

58  degree  rail  Some  of  the  passen- 
gers of  Fred's  bus  elected  to  stair- 
up  back  instead  We  later  boarded 
a  ferryboat  that  navigated  the  Syd- 
ney River 

tvlonetary  exchange  in  Australia 
IS  fair  and  equitable  During  our 
stay,  the  U  S  dollar  commanded 
1.38  Australian  dollars  Hotel  rates 
ranged  from  13  to  1.300  Australian 
dollars  per  guest  for  a  24-hour  stay 

Australian  restaurants  and  busi- 
nesses charge  no  tax  on  purchas- 
es as  the  government  derives  its 
revenues  from  amusement  and  en- 
tertainment establishments  Cattle 
and  sheep  are  the  chief  industry  in 
Australia,  with  beef,  its  by-prod- 
ucts, and  wool  the  principal  ex- 
ports 

Ausfralian  media  is  more  liberal 
than  the  U  S  and  other  countries 
in  its  freedom,  with  newsmen  writ- 
ing stones  on  government  officials 
in  a  no  holds  barred  fashion 


Predominantly  a  Christian  nation, 
my  wife  and  1  attended  St  John 
Evangelist  Church  right  across 
from  our  hotel  on  Darlinghurst 
Boulevard,  later  joining  Church 
members  for  conversation  in  the 
garden  Most  friendly  was  one 
Paul  Eagan 

While  in  the  Philippines,  we  had 
noticed  an  enthusiasm  towards  a 
revival  of  Church  involvement  In 
CatiUan.  Sungao  del  Sur.  a  small 
town  where  we  spent  a  few  days, 
one  church  group  related  that  at 
least  1 3  theological  denominations 
were  m  force 

Meanwhile  in  Metro  Manila.  Car- 
los Abaya  and  his  wife  Monina 
have  played  a  big  role  in  "opening 
the  eves"  of  lellovy  persons  to  truth 
via  the  Bible  A  certified  public  ac- 
countant working  for  a  large  busi- 
ness corporation.  Rev  Mr  Abaya, 
was  receiving  no  compensation 
pay  from  his  church,  the  Jesu^ 
Lives  Chnsiian  Ministry 
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Garbage  Company  Meets  Nemesis 

ing  dust,  loathsome  insects  and  ver- 
min, hideous  smells,  and  airborne  ht- 
ter  emanating  from  Norcal's  dump 
greatly  diminished  the  quality  of  life 
in  Little  Hollywood,  a  moderate-in- 
come, ethnically-diversc  community 
squeezed  between  Highway  101  and 
the  Bay 

Remarkably,  things  have  now 
changed  for  the  better  On  tlie  way  to 
forcing  Norcal  to  dump  its  unhealthy 
expansion  plan.  Little  Hollywood  com- 
pelled a  slew  of  positive  changes  ITie 
other  evening,  Oroquita  and  SFI  sat 
on  Oroquita  s  doorstep,  overlooking 
the  silent  dump  We  appreciated  the 
dusl-frec  night,  the  relatively  clean 
Bay  breeze:  the  savor  of  victory  Ralph, 
age  55,  reminisced  about  growing  up 
m  the  neighborhood 

'This  IS  all  landfill  around  here 
now."  he  said  "When  1  was  a  kid  the 
beach  came  almost  up  to  my  door  It 
was  a  great  place  to  live  Gloria 
Swanson  had  her  roadhou.se  nght  near 
here;  and  that's  how  we  got  to  be 
called  Little  Hollywood  '  Those  days 
are  gone  In  the  late  fifties,  there  was 
a  quarry  that  drove  us  all  crazy  with 
constant  dynamiting  It  cracked  open 
our  houses  Then,  in  1970,  the  dump 
came  to  Tunnel  Avenue  There  was 
never  a  enwonmental  review  Life  be- 
came unbearable  ' 

Looking  out  his  windows — which 
rattled  like  drums  20  hours  a  day  from 
the  noise  of  Norcal  s  heaw  ma- 
chines— Oroquita  saw  construction 
debns  pile  up  against  the  side  of  his 
lot,  until,  one  day.  a  mountain  ob- 
scured his\iew  Then,  in  1988.  Norcal 
filed  a  1 ,000-page  Environmental  Re- 
view Application  to  analyze  the  effects 
of  expanding  the  Tunnel  Avenue  dump 
operations  and  consolidating  iLs  city- 
wide  recycling  facilities  With  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Little  Hollywood 
Homeowner  s  AssociaUon  and.  even- 
tually, sharp  lawyers  trom  the  Golden 
Gate  University  Envirormiental  Law 
Clinic,  Oroquita  began  nsing  at  5  00 
A  M  every  day — the  moment  that 
Norcal  s  bulldozers  fired  up — and 
writing  what  became  80  pages  of  ob- 
jections to  Norcal \s  ERA 

Al^r  obtiiining  written  support  from 
almost  f\cr\  jJiill  in  the  community, 
the  Little  Hollywood  Environmental 
Committee  began  attending  ever>  pub- 
lic forum  they  could  find  They  laid 
out  their  case  against  the  envirorunen- 
lal  depredations  of  Norcal  to  every 
public  body  and  public  official  they 
could  comer 

When  Oroquita  and  his  co-activists 
first  met  with  Norcal  officials,  the  gar- 
bage company  served  up  delicious 
lunches,  brotherly  promises,  sisterly 
smiles  Soon,  the  false  smiles,  the 
empty  promises,  and  the  fine  lunches 
vanished  In  1995,  Oroquita  filed  his 
meticulously  researched  and  profes- 
sionally presented  objections  to 
Norcal's  plan  to  increase  the  volume 
of  Its  dump  and  transfer  operations 
The  filing  was  accompanied  by  a  seri- 
ous promise  to  sue  Norcal  to  the  ends 
of  the  earth  Two  years  later,  Norcal 
sunmiarily  withdrew  their  Environ- 
mental Review  Application — without 
explaining  why 

Along  the  way,  Oroquita  and  Little 
Hollywood  managed  to  make  Norcal 
end  tlie  excessive  noise  and  du.st.  to 
regularly  clean  up  the  dump-lilter 
decorating  the  streets  of  Little  Holly- 
wood, to  stop  processing  illegal  flot- 


Aliliough  the  June  victory  is  signiti- 
cant,  vigilance  must  be  maintained  as 
Norcal  wiggles  and  slithers  to  circum- 
vent the  environmental  laws  of  the 
land  Norcal  has  no  intention  of  pul- 
ling up  the  money  to  meet  the  Garbage 
2000  deadline  As  it  continues  to  pro- 
mote green-soundmg  "pilot"  reeve  I  mg 
programs,  Norcal  is  covenng-up  the 
fact  that  It  IS  doing  nothing  to  invest 
in  its — or  our — garbage  fijture 

Soon,  the  City  will  be  forced  to  ig- 
nore all  rciisonable  environmental  pro- 
tections and  help  Norcal  transform  the 
"pilot"  programs  into  large  facilities, 
capitalized  by  increased  garbage  col- 
lection rates  The  new — and  environ- 
mentally dangerous— facilities  will  he 
"grand-fathered"  mto  existence  as  they 
emerge  full-blown  out  of  the  innocent- 
sounding  pilot"  programs  Tins  is  a 
consciously-plotted  end-run  around 
CEQA  and  the  public  weal  Norcal  has 
powerful  allies  in  this  effort 

Rather  than  making  the  garbage  cor- 
poration pay  its  own  way  for  assess- 
ing the  impacts  of  expanding  iLs  own 
business.  City  Hall  s  Norcal-lobby- 
ists — Chief  Administrative  Officer, 
Bill  Lee,  and  Department  of  Public 
Works  Director.  Mark  Pnmeau,  and 
Controller.  Edward  Harrington,  and 
Public  Utilities  Commission  General 
Manager,  Anson  Moran — allowed 
Norcal  to  charge  the  $3  8  million  cost 
of  the  Environmental  Review  Appli- 
cation to  the  ratepayers  hnagme  If 
these  over-paid  officials  let  Norcal 
skate  on  the  small  items,  what  about 
the  hundred  million  dollar  bills  ' 

City  Attorney  Louise  Renne  bent 
over  backward  to  assist  Norcal— an  m- 
dictable  player  in  the  campaign  con- 
tribution and  influence-peddlmg  un- 
derworld— to  skirt  environmental  pro- 
tection laws  Renne  went  so  far  as  to 
exercise  her  dubious  prerogative  to  ex- 
empt Norcal  from  CEQA  in  regard  to 
expanding  certain  features  of  the  haz- 
ardous waste  materials  program 

But  all  the  King  s  Lawyersmighl  not 
be  able  to  put  Humpty  together  again 

now  that  Ralph  Oroquita  and  Little 
Hollywood  have  pushed  the  Dumpster 
oft'his  wall  for  all  the  world  to  see 

Garbage  collection  is  abasic  require- 
ment in  a  functioning  society  It  is 
much  too  important  to  be  left  m  the 
hands  of  an  incompetently -run  City 
Hall,  or  an  un-monitored  for-profit 
conglomerate  (The  too-obvious  so- 
lution IS  to  install  a  competently-run 
City  government,  and  to  hold  competi- 
tively-bid  garbage  contractors  account- 
able for  the  pnce  and  quality  of  their 
functions. ) 

Land's  End 

Ralph  Oroquita  lives  in  the  most 
south-east  house  m  the  most  south-east 
neighborhood  m  San  Francisco  Little 
Hollywood  s  370  houses  are  nestled 
m  the  shadow  of  Bayview  Hill,  nght 
otT  Third  Street  before  it  bustles  into 
San  Mateo  county 

Oroquita  s  small  home  overlooks  a 
garbage  and  trash  processing  facility 
that  most  San  Franciscans  do  not  even 
know  exists  Close  to  a  million  tons  ol 
consumer  and  hazardous  waste  fiows 
through  Norcal  s  mammoth  Tunnel 
Avenue  transfer  station  each  year  San 
Franci,sco  s  effluvia  is  deposited  daily 
in  a  4,500  ton  pit — raked  over  by  a 
giant  claw — and  hauled  55  miles  to 
Oie  landfill  at  Altamonl 

For  25  years,  the  unholy  noise,  chok- 


sam  and  jetsam,  to  improve  worker 
safety,  and,  in  general,  to  conform  to 
the  enviromnenlal  laws  of  California 
Without  Oroquita  s  intelligence  and 
perseverance,  none  of  this  would  have 
happened. 

One  Life  tu  Live 

SFI  first  met  Oroquita  in  1996  The 
top  floor  of  his  hou,se  was — and  still 
is — completely  given  over  to  anli- 
Norcal  activities  Until  recently,  two 
video  cameras — of  the  department 
store  .security  variety — were  mounted 
in  Oroquita  s  living  room  windows 
The  dual  spy  cameras  were  trained  on 
the  dump  twenty-four  hours  a  day 
Oroquita  taped  the  comings  and  go- 
ings of  Norcal  trucks  and  documented 
illegal  activities,  including  massive  re- 
cycling of  construction  debns  (Norcal 
only  had  permits  for  cans  and  bottles) 

Oroquita  also  took  4,000  still  pic- 
lures  of  health  code  and  enviromnen- 
lal violations  They  are  lovingly 
mounted  in  dozens  of  picture  albums 
The  rooms  of  Oroquita  s  house  are 
lined  with  shelf  after  shell,  stacked 
with  files  and  government  handbooks 
Two  huge  aenal  reconnaissance- type 
pictures  of  the  Turmel  Avenue  dump 
lake  up  a  wall.  Each  building  is  la- 
beled, like  the  U  S  bombing  photos 
of  Nazis  Germahy  you  see  in  Gary 
Cooper  movies, 

Ralph  Oroquita  is  a  self-made  expert 
on  this  dump,  on  CEQA,  on  garbage 
rale  laws;  on  environmental  regula- 
tions, and  on  anything  at  all  to  do  with 
Norcal  The  only  non-dump  related' 
items  in  view  are  Oroquita's  U  S 
Army  service  awards  (Vietnam) — and 
a  huge  picture  of  the  American 
Eagle — talons  extended 

"I  have  forty  years  of  life  left  to  live." 
promises  Oroquita  "I  may  not  dnve 
Norcal  out  of  town  today,  or  tomor- 
row, but  one  day  they  will  be  gone  I 
have  my  cheap  word  processor  and  my 
little  $600  copy  machine  and  all  the 
lime  in  the  world  In  fact,  I  have  noth- 
ing better  to  do  " 

Oroquita  possesses  so  much  factual 
and  conceptual  knowledge  about  his 
life's  work  that  it  spills  out  ol  him  as 
naturally  as  breath  Hebacksupeverv 
statement  with  file  folders  of  facts,  and 
he  IS  a  teacher  He  will  take  you  step 
by  step  through  his  arcane  science,  if 
you  ask  him 

Oroquita  does  not  ciami  to  know  ex- 
actly why  Norcal  withdrew  their  En- 
vironmental Review  Application  He 
does  know  that  San  Francisco  house- 
hold and  apartment  rate  payers 
coughed  up  the  $3  8  million  to  pay  tor 
Norcal  spnvate  business  research.  He 
does  know  that  the  rale  payers  would 
have  been  hit  with  the  full  $68  mil- 
lion pnce  tag  for  the  dump's  expan- 
sion He  does  know  that  if  he  had  not 
fought  the  garbage  company,  the  ex- 
pansion would  have  already  begun 
Given  the  usual  cost  overruns, 
Oroquita  just  saved  San  Francisco 
consumers  at  least  $80  miHion.  He  is 
an  unsung  hero 

In  a  poignant  moment,  Oroquita  re- 
marks, "When  people  ask  me  where 
are  the  pictures  of  my  children,  I  say.  I 
don't  have  any,  but !  have  4,000  pic- 
tures of  the  dump!  "  There  is  a  price  to 
pay  for  fighting  the  power.s-that-be 
And.  public  appreciation  is  rare 

Garbage  In — Garbage  Out! 

Norcal  officials  told  SFI  that  they 
"rescinded  the  application  because  the 
project  had  evolved  "  It  turns  out  that 
Mayor  Willie  Brown's  City  Hall  has 
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approved  a  panoply  of  recycling  "pi- 
lot" programs,  such  as  curbside.  or- 
ganic produce,  split  cart,  etc  Norcal 
claims  that  it  squelched  the  applica- 
tion because.  'We  need  lo  analyze  how 
well  the  pilot  programs  are  doing 

As  Garbage  2000  looms,  Norcal  ad- 
mits to  ha\ing  'no  time  line"  for  de- 
ciding how  to  handle  the  ever  increas- 
ing need  for  additional  garbage  and  re- 
cycling capacity  Norcal  does  say  that 
they  will  temporanly  lease  portions  of 
Pier  96  from  tlie  Port  for  limited  recy- 
cling The  "master-systems  '  plan  to 
move  Norcal  s  major  recycling  sheds 
next  door  to  Oroquita's  house  is  dead 
as  a  dodo,  they  adrmt. 

(Norcal  origmally  wanted  Pier  80  for 
Its  new  recycle  facilities.  They  lost  out 
to  Home  Depot,  w4uch  has  been  keep- 
ing a  jealous  eye  cocked  on  this  prime 
mantime  turf — part  of  our  immeasur- 
ably valuable  waterfront — which 
Willie  L  Brown  is  selling  off"  piece- 
meal to  his  business  friends,  cheap  ) 

Oroquita  points  out  that  Norcal 
pulled  a  sleight  of  hand  when  they 
turned  the  "pilot"  household  hazard- 
ous waste  program  into  a  permanent 
facility  at  the  Turmel  Avenue  dump 
site  Ultimately,  it  was  "grandfathered" 
into  permanent  existence  without  ever 
having  to  be  analyzed  for  environmen- 
tal impacts  City  Attorney  Rerme,  and 
City  AdrmmstratorBiil  Lee,  are  allow- 
ing all  of  the  "pilot"  projects  to  be  ex- 
empt" from  CEQA  requirements.  This 
IS  a  tnck 

Bill  Lee,  who  ran  the  Department  of 
Public  Health's  toxics  division  before 
he  became  the  hi^est  paid  bureaucrat- 
with -nothing-to-do  in  City  govern- 
ment, told  SFI  that  the  pilot  programs 
would  be  reviewed  under  CEQA,  but 
he  could  not  say  when,  or  exactly  how 
When  asked  if  Norcal  would  meet  the 
Garbage  2000  deadline,  Lee  was  typi- 
cally wishy-washy  Lee's  only  com- 
ment was  that  the  Solid  Waste  Man- 
agement Program  he  oversees  from  a 
distance  has  "  1 5-20  workers  and  vol- 
unteers that  are  working  closely  with 
Norcal" 

Even  after  spending  $3  8  miUion  of 
the  ratepayer  s  hard-earned  cash  on 
pro-Norcal  consultants,  Norcal  was 
not  able  to  squeeze  its  expansionist 
program  through  the  environmental  re- 
view process  for  several  reasons  Not 
only  was  the  law  of  the  land  frowrung 
upon  their  anti -neighborhood  and  anti- 
planet  Earth  plan  but,  also,  the  dem- 
zens  of  Little  Hollywood  had  vowed 
to  fight  Norcal  to  the  bitter  end.  With- 
out the  loud  community  opposition, 
Norcal  would  have  been  ushered  into 
toxic  recycle  heaven  by  the  recipients 
of  its  campaign  favors  who  grace  the 
rostrums  at  City  Hall. 

Norcal  tnes  to  project  a  nice  neigh- 
bor policy  as  it  "convinces"  its  City 
Hall  mmions  to  grant  its  garbage  col- 
lection monopoly  ever  mcreasing  rales, 
and  a  guaranteed  minimum  net  profit 
of  5  percent  (Last  year  's  15  percent 
rate  increase  helped  pay  the  $3  8  mil- 
lion for  Norcal's  withdrawn  applica- 
tion!) 

State  Senator  Quentin  Kopp  and  his 
vocal  neighborhood  supporters  have 
been  a  sharp  thorn  in  Norcal's  side  for 
years.  Kopp  appears  at  every  rate  m- 
crease  heanng  with  a  long  list  of  rea- 
sons why  Norcal's  monopoly  should 
be  broken  apart  In  essence,  he  says, 
Norcal  treats  its  subsidiaries  as  sepa- 
rate companies  when  it  comes  to  cal- 
culating garbage  rates  and  as  a  single 
entity  for  all  other  purposes  Kopp  has 
long  argued  that  the  holding 
company's  overall  profits  should  de- 
termine garbage  rules,  not  the  fractured 
returns  from  ephemeral  "cost  centers" 
that  can  be  mampulaled  on  the  books 
to  lose  money  and  justify  consumer 
rate  increases, 

hi  1993  and  1994,  Norcal  spent  a 
million  bucks  to  defeat  voter  proposi- 
tions tliat  would  have  required  City 
Hall  to  competitively  bid  tJie  garbage 
collection  and  recycling  contracts 
Norcal  s  slick  campaign,  run  by  Willie 
Brown's  crony,  Gail  Kaufinan,  played 
oft' the  theme:  "If  its  not  broke-— don't 
fix  it,"  The  proponents  of  reducing 
consumer  costs  through  competitive 
bidding  had  no  money — only  logic — 
on  their  side  In  a  world  run  by  sound- 
bites. Norcal  won.  The  majonty  of  (de- 
luded) voters  gave  CEO  Michael 
Sangiacomo  permission  to  gouge  the 
ratepayers  indefinitely 

Garbage  in  San  Francisco  is  a  dirty 
business  For  most  of  this  century,  San 
Francisco's  garbage  was  removed  by 
a  worker-owned  scavenger  collective 
Generation  after  generation  of  reftise 


workers  took  pnde  in  making  a  pro- 
ductive conlnbulion  lo  society  and  in 
running  a  democratic,  profit-sharing 
organizaU{)n  Ironically,  the  scavengers 
had  achieved  a  50  percent  recycle  rate 
at  the  turn  of  the  century 

But,  by  the  1 980s  Norcal  had  bought 
out  the  San  Francisco  scavengers  and 
was  boldly  metastasizing  all  over  tlie 
Bay  Area.  Nobody  seems  to  know  who 
really  pulls  the  strings  at  Norcal  The 
secretive  holding  company  reftises  lo 
divulge  the  exact  number  of  its  sub- 
sidiaries, at  the  same  time  it  brags  that 
It  enjoys  a  "public-pnvate  partnership 
with  San  Francisco" 

Although  Norcal's  employees  do 
own  stock — purchased  for  them  by 
San  Francisco  ratepayers! — it  is  easy 
to  surmise  that  the  vast  majority  of  the 
company  is  in  non-worker  hands, 
Oroquita  says  that  Norcal  revealed  that 
"one  of  its  top  men  earns  $1 ,6  million 
a  year  "  One  Ihmg  is  for  sure  Norcal 
is  no  longer  a  San  Francisco-only  en- 
terpnse  Ilisahuge presence m North- 
em  California  and  one  its  way  to  be- 
coming a  multi-national  player  The 
ever-mcreasmg  fees  that  San  Francisco 
consumers  pay  for  the  privilege  of  re- 
cycling are  add-ons  to  Norcal's  bur- 
geoning bottom  line,  as  it  ships  twice- 
skirmed  recyclables  oversees  for  huge 
profits  that  are  then  hidden  from  the 
public  eye  withm  the  tangled  sprawl 
of  Norcal's  "over  two-dozen"  subsid- 
iaries 

Along  the  way  Norcal,  like  other 
major  polluters,  such  as  Exxon  and 
Union  Carbide,  tries  lo  project  a 
"green"  and  "community-positive"  im- 
age Norcal  s  public  relations  strategy 
IS  patterned  after  the  national  "toxic- 
sludge- is-good-for-you"  campaign  be- 
ing promoted  across  the  land  by  pol- 
luters and  their  advertising  agencies, 
For  instance,  back  in  1990.  Norcal 
contracted  with  a  local  Democratic 
Party  hack,  Espanola  Jackson,  to  be  its 
"community  liaison"  to  the  loxically- 
oppressed  Bayview  Hunters  Point 

In  return  for  a  Tlnrd  Street  office, 
use  of  a  telephone,  a  town  car,  tree 
gasoline,  and  a  salary  of  about 
$60,000,  Mrs,  Jackson  froubleshoots 
and  promotes  the  interests  of  Norcal 
in  the  community,  rather  than  the 
community's  interests  at  Norcal, 
Norcal's  interests  have  included  driv- 
ing small,  minority-owned  trash  col- 
lection and  recycle  companies  out  of 
town,  with  Jackson's  mercenary  help, 
Norcal's  Robert  Reed  boasted  to  SFI 
that,  "Espanola  is  a  personal  fnend  of 
our  President.  Michael  Sangiacomo." 

The  Timnel  Avenue  dump  at  the  far 
corner  of  our  town  would — right 
now — be  a  24-hour  a  day  rip-roarmg 
ear-splitting  poison-spewing  cancer 
factory — if  Norcal  could  have  bought 
otT  Ralph  Oroquita  as  easily  as  it 
bought  Espanola  Jackson. 

Luckily  for  Little  Hollywood — and 
the  rest  of  San  Francisco—the  man  liv- 
ing in  the  most  south-east  house  in  the 
most  south-east  hood  held  his 
ground.  (2  )n 

(1)  SFI  asked  Norcal's  public  rela- 
tions flacks  if  Michael  Sangiacomo  is 
related  to  Angelo  Sangiacomo,  who 
owns  more  San  Francisco  real  estate 
than  any  other  single  individual-  Rob- 
ert Reed  says  he  checked  and  they  are 
not  related. 

Perhaps  comcidenlally.  City  Hall's 
Solid  Waste  Management  Program  is 
headquartered  at  1145  Market  Street, 
a  property  owned  by  Angelo 
Sangiacomo,  The  Solid  Waste  Man- 
agement Program  is  currently  run  by 
Paul  Horcher.  apolitical  nobody  from 
Sacramento  whose  only  claim  to  fame 
was  thai  he  once  sold  out  his  thends 
in  order  to  curry  favor  with  Willie 
Lewis  Brown.  Jr ,  Norcal's  longtime 
attorney.  Oh,  Horcher  and  his  oflice 
are  also  under  investigation  for  sex- 
related  cnmes

Unclogging  the  City's  Streets 


by  Mayor  Willie  L  Brown 

Improving  traffic  flow  for  Mum  and 
creating  a  safe  environment  for  pedes- 
trians IS  not  a  one-time  issue— these  are 
thmgs  we  must  accomplish  on  an  on- 
going basis.  To  that  end,  I  have  di- 
rected those  city  departments  involved 
with  improving  Iraflic  circulation  on 
Cit\  streets  to  build  mto  their  day-to- 
day operations  a  major,  comprehensive 
traffic  control  program. 

The  goal  of  this  "Unclog  the  Streets" 
program  is  to  ease  street  congestion  in 
San  Francisco  This  will  enable  Muni 
to  get  nders  to  their  destinations  m  a 
timely  manner,  and  will  improve  the 
quality  of  lile  for  everyone  m  the  Cit\  - 
-pedeslrians,  bicyclists,  and  those  dnv- 
ers  who  adhere  to  sensible  traffic  rules 

The  program  identifies  six  areas  that 
will  improve  Muni  "s  efficiency  These 
include 

1.  Keep  Intersections  Clear 

The  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Parking  and  Traffic  (DPT),  and  the 
Public  Transportation  Department 
(Mum)  have  identified  key  mtersec- 
tions  to  be  controlled  by  fixed  post  tral- 
fic  personnel  dunng  the  cntical  after- 
noon commute  times  (3-7  p,m  ), 

During  these  hours.  Muni  gets 
backed  up  because  private  automobiles 
regularly  block  mtersections.  prevent- 
ing busses  from  movmg  through  their 
routes  Parking  Control  OtTicers 
(PCOs)  vviU  be  assigned  to  these  m- 
tersections,  particularly  along  Market 
Street,  keepmg  "the  box"  clear  to  help 
Mum  keep  its  schedule. 

The  "Don't  Block  the  Box"  program 
began  February  23  with  the  deploy- 
ment of  20  PCOs  at  the  intersection 
of  First  through  Eighth  Streets  on 
Market  dunng  the  afternoon  commute 
The  penalty  for  "blocking  the  box" 
ranges  from  $50  to  $136  The  DPT 
will  hire  60  new  Parking  Control  Of- 
ficers and  five  senior  PCOs  to  expand 
this  program,  and  will  place  signs  at 
intersections  to  remind  drivers  not  to 
"block  the  box  " 

Additionally,  senior  PCOs  will  rove 
up  and  down  Market  Street  dunng  the 
afternoon  commute  to  discourage 
double  parking  and  monitor  the  fixed 
post  traffic  control  at  the  ke\  intersec- 
tions. Street  supervision  will  allow  for 
immediate  response  to  changing  traf- 
fic conditions  and  will  ensure  the  pro- 
gram is  workmg 

2.  Double  Parking 

For  the  first  time  m  DPT  s  history, 
PCOs  will  be  assigned  to  ride  Muni 
buses.  A  PCO  will  jump  off  a  bus  to 
cite  a  double-parked  vehicle,  then 
catch  the  next  bus  and  move  down  the 
Ime  The  City  will  target  lines  that  go 
through  neighborhood  commercial  ar- 
eas, such  as  the  Mission,  Chinatown, 
the  Manna,  Irving  Sfreet,  the  Haight, 
and  others  The  advantage  of  havmg 
PCOs  nde  a  Muni  line  is  that  the  po- 
tential double-parker  will  not  know 
when  a  PCO  is  on  board-which  could 
mean  that  when  a  Mum  vehicle  ap- 
pears behmd  you,  a  PCO  will  exit  the 
bus  and  cite  your  vehicle. 

DPT  will  also  create  "Community 
Service"  squads  of  PCOs  to  travel 
neighborhood  commercial  areas  where 
Mum  lines  exist  to  enforce  commer- 
cial loading  (yellow)  zones,  meter 
feeding  violations,  and  double  park- 
ing DPT  forwarded  legislation  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  expand  their 
commercial  loading  zone  towing  pro- 
gram into  the  neighborhood  commer- 
cial distncts. 

The  DPT  Commission  is  also  look- 
ing to  raise  fmes  Currently,  the  fine 
for  double  parking  is  $50  and  could 
be  raised  as  high  as  $1 00  Illegal  park- 
ing m  commercial  loadmg  zones  could 
be  raised  from  $2  5  to  $  1 00  The  Com- 
mission will  also  be  considenng  the 
introduction  of  1  5-mmute  parking 
meters  in  certain  neighborhood  com- 
mercial areas  to  encourage  parking 
turnover 

3.  Bus  Zones  and  Diamond  Lanes 

While  DPT  expands  its  general  en- 
forcement eflbrt  to  turn  over  commer- 
cial loading  zones,  they  will  continue 
to  cite  ($250)  and/or  tow  from  bus 
zones.  The  San  Francisco  Police  De- 
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partment.  working  with  Parking  and 
Traffic,  will  keep  diamond  transit  lanes 
clear 

4.  Coordinate  Street  Construction 

The  Department  of  Public  Works 
recently  established  a  Utility  Coordi- 
nation Center  designed  to  coordinate 
all  street  construction  work  All  future 
work  will  be  coordmated  by  DPW,  and 
reviewed  by  DPW  and  Mum,  with  an 
emphasis  on  keeping  traffic  moving 

DPW  will  also  change  its  policy  re- 
garding the  amount  of  time  a  contrac- 
tor has  to  complete  road  work  on  any 
given  project  Riglil  now,  the  confrac- 
tor  has  a  window  of  six  months  to  be- 
gm  work  once  they  have  obtamed  their 
permit  DPW  will  require  start  and  end 
dates  for  all  amstruclion  activity  Con- 
tractors with  multiple  job  sites  will  be 
required  to  complete  each  job  in  a 
timely  manner 

5.  Red  Light  Enforcement  and 
Other  Police  Activities 

The  SFPD  will  immediately  increase 
enforcement  of  red  light  running 
throughout  the  City  The  Police  De- 
partment will  also  back  up  DPT's  en- 
forcement of  "blocking  the  box"  vio- 
lations The  SFPD  will  integrate  into 
its  existing  Bus  Inspection  Program 
(BIP)  the  ability  to  step  off  the  Mum 
vehicle  and  cite  double  parked  cars 
and  trucks  as  well  as  vehicles  parked 
in  bus  zones  Police  will  be  active  m 
enforcing  diamond  lanes  for  transit 
vehicles  only 

6.  Pedestrian  Safety 
and  Driver  Cooperation 

Enforcement  will  be  key  for  auto 
traffic  in  order  to  make  these  programs 
work  However,  education  is  important
